Project LIVE Fights 


Pressure 


With Free Screening 


“Project LIVE,” a CETA- 
funded program of the 
Columbus Urban League, 
screened more than 1000 
citizens for high blood 
pressure last week as part 
of their “Hypertension 
Awareness Week"’ 
campaign Aug. 22-26 on 
the grounds of the 
Statehouse. 

Project LIVE is designed 
to._give free screening, 
education and medical 
referral relevant to 
hypertension (high blood 
pressure), a leading cause 
of medical problems for 
black people. 

In addition to screening 
for high blood pressure, 
Project LIVE workers and 
volunteers. from other 
agencies offered 
information and literature 
about additional health 


services available in the 
community. 
Additionally, rep- 
resentatives of the 
ECCO Family Health 
Center gave free 


screenings for sickle-cell 
anemia. 

Sandy Burkes, co- 
ordinator of Project 
LIVE, said incomplete early 
tabulations showed that of 
the more than 1000 
persons screened, 
approximately 25 percent 
showed above-normal 
blood pressure readings: 

“Although this could 
hardly be called a 
“scientific sample," Burkes 
said, “it does give some 
indication of the 
prevalence of hypertension 
in the general population.” 

Burkes noted that 
because of the downtown 
location, many--if not most- 
-of those screened were 
white. Since it is already 
an established medical 
fact that hypertension 
strikes blacks at an even 
higher rate of incidence 
than. whites, - Burkes 
explained, “it would seem 
to follow that if we 
conducted this kind of spot 
check in a predominantly 
black area, the number of

of public criticism of Judge 
Duncan's actions, it is im- 
perative we fully under- 
stand the issues. 

So let's examine it as 
carefully and as 
dispassionately as we can. 

To begin with, | think we 
can all recognize that, 
while we have a very good 
public school system in 
Columbus, most education 
today takes place in 
relative racial isolation—in 
other words in a 
segregated environment. It 
has been this way for a 
very long time. ~The 
arguments then center 
only on what caused this, 
its impact on education 
and the student, and what 
should be done and what 
the law required us to do. 

A brief review of the law 
and its history may help us 
put the issue in better per- 
spective. . 

After the Civil War the 
Congress and the States 
adopted the 14th Amend- 
ment to provide equal 
protection of the law to all 
our citizens, particularly 


our emancipated black 
citizens. 
The Amendment 


declares in part that: 

“No state shall make or 
enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges 
or immunities of citizens of 
the United States; nor shall 
any state deprive any per- 
son. of life, liberty, or 
property without due 
process of law; nor deny to 
any person in its jurisdic- 
tion the equal protection of 
the laws.” 

The Federal Courts have 
been the primary place 
where the guarantees of 
the 14th Amendment have 
been enforced. For 
decades this protection 
was deemed to have been 
met by a “separate but 
equal” doctrine as upheld’ 
by the Supreme Court. In 
effect we had dual systems 
in our schools, public ac- 
commodation, transpor- 
tation, etc.—-by statute in 
many states and by prac- 
tice in some others. All 
during this time, what is 
now condemned as forced 
busing was used to main- 
tain segregated schools in 
both the South and the 
North, and in many cases 
ignoring what is’ now 
suggested as being a 
hallmark of our education 
process--the neighborhood 
school. 

As the Civil Rights 
movement grew, the 
“separate but equal’ doc- 
began to be 
challenged and swept 
away. In 1954 and 1955 in 
the now famous Brown vs. 
Topeka Board of 
Education the Supreme 
Court ruled-on the issue of 


desegregation in. the 
eC 
Basically. the Court ex- 


pressly recognized” the 


inherent inequality of all 
segregation. But it noted 
-that when segregation had 
the sanction of law, its-ef- 
fects were even greater. In 
a unanimous opinion, the 
“separate. educational 
a ee errr 
unequal,” even if such 
things as the facilities, 
books, teachers, budgets 
and other items were 
equal, which they noted 
rarely were. The court

Half-biack, half-indian, Paul Cuffe face 
the blunt truth in the America of 1810: it 
no_ longer_belonged to his mother’s 
people, and it wanted his father’s people 
laves.

Last week Mrs. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
got into the act. Vernon Jordan and many 
others have been assailing the President 
and threatening dire retallations for 
Pp jes unkept. 

If President Carter, in the brief eight 
months In office, has made a small dent 
in Black unemployment, especially at the 
youth level, it is a miracle. 

Admittedly the number of unemployed 
Black youth is a serious social and 
economic problem. As | have stated in 
this column: many times, the permanent 
solution is not through temporary 
Government-made jobs.

people. 
The Black youth unemployment 
lem has been long in the making. 
are many factors that have con- 
tributed to it. One of the main ones, has 
been the indifference of parents. The 
gréat increase in earnings of parents, has 
made pocket money available to youth in 
the home. Whereas in the past, this 
money had to be earned by youth from 
after school jobs in neighborhood stores; 
de Mg newspapers and other such 
odd jobs as were available. Years ago, 
youth were not only encouraged, but 
were made to work at whatever kind of a 
job that was available. Today, it is hard to 
get youth to work at all. And, the parents 
condone this. it is much easier to get 
white youth In the more affluent neigh- 
borhoods to carry newspaper routes than 
it is to get Black youths in neighbor- 
hoods where every earned dollar is badly 


needed. 

Another factor in Black youth Unem- 
ployment, is the attitude of social 
workers and the directives of the various 
relief agencies.. Outside income is 
frowned upon or, made so complicated 
that it is discouraged. 

‘The potey of the Democrats in our 
legislative bodies, shaped in a large part 
by organized labor, have contrived to 
swell youth unemployment to the point 
where it is today. This is due to the 
steady increase in the minimum wage 
rates. These, combined with ever 
escalating payroll tax rates, have, to all 
intents and purposes, priced many youth 
out of the job market. 

Therefore, before any real reduction in 
Black youth employment can be made, 
we must explore a number of approaches 
that may facilitate the entry of Black 
youth into the work force of this nation.

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Government made jobs will not do this, 
an, at best, they are only lemporary end, 
the work performed is not meaningtul. 
The workers are inadequately superv 
and, therefore, this contributes to bad 
work habits. 

Bad work habits of itself, is a great 
deterent to Black youths sega Seng af- 
ter they get them. Again, much of this 
blame rests upon the parents. Youth 
can't stay out all night and be on time at 
work the next morning, or, if they show 
up, do an acceptable work performance. 

Since most parents send their children 
off to school_and then feel no respon- 
sibility after that, the kind of education 
these youth receive is then up to the 
inexperienced boy or girl and, the 
graciousness of the teachers. It is more 
of a hit and miss operation than anything 
else. In all too many cases, the subjects 
taken and the goals mapped out, are up 
to the student. It is here that the curb- 
stone professors take over and, most 
always, to the detriment of the unex- 
perienced youth. These curb-stone 
professors know all the easy courses, 
how to cheat, duck classes and, 
everything else that is inimical to the 
student's beat interest. 

This is largely why so many of our 
oyuth -come- out of school so 
inadequately educated and unprepared 
for the job market. 

To expect any president so solve all of 
these problems, is to. expect the im- 
possible. 

Another factor in this Black unem- 
ployment picture, is a word coined In the 
seventies, “stagflation.” Gus Tyler of the 
Ladies International Garment Workers 
Union says: “Yet if the known and named 
phenomenon of stagflation means 
anything, it means that unemployment 
and inflation are not opposites. indeed, it 
appears that rising unemployment in our 
times has caused rising prices and, vice 
versa, rising prices have caused rising 
unemployment.” 

President Carter says he wants to 
create jobs to move people out of the 
welfare system. He can't do this with 
government made jobs, for that is just 
relief in another form. 

The best thing we can do now is to 
stop pointing the accusing finger, trying 
to find a scapegoat. To do this, we must 
start with ourselves and see first what we 
can do to help with solutions. The crutch 
of race is a minor factor. We must first be 
willing to work, then know how to work. 
Industry alone creates permanent jobs. 
There are enough things to be done in 
this nation to provide jobs for all who 
want to work. ingrained bad habits and 
red tape are the blockades.

The fight to eliminate the election day registration 
and permanent neue provisions of Senate Bill 
125 has been challen at every turn by the 
Democratic majority in Ohio House, Senate, and 
Supreme Court, Ohio's Democratic Attorney General 
and even a Morgan County Common Pleas. Court 


judge. 

While the bill was still in the House and Senate, op- 
ponent wit were shown a lack of courtesy by 
being allocated only lunch time, late afternoon, or 
midnight hours for their comments. 

Then the Democratic majority discovered a referen- 
dum on the bill was being planned and they rammed it 
through both houses with a staggering number of last 
minute amendments. One of these amendments con- 
tained an appropriation which included ay entire of- 
tice budget, a ploy to make the legislation an ap- 
propriation bill and therefore not subject to a referen- 
dum vote. 

The Ohio Supreme Court in a four to three vote 

ruled the legislation an appropriation bill. 
An initiative petition drive which requires nearly 
twice the number of signatures necessary for a 
referendum was then. undertaken and proved suc- 
cessful with nearly a half million signatures collected 
in a 20 day period. 

Meanwhile, another legal attack came, this time 
from Morgan County, where a Common Pleas Court 
Judge issued an order restraining the circulation of 
petitions there because a lawsuit claimed the petition 
summary approved by Ohio’s Democratic attorney 
general, was misleading. 

An appellate court overturned the Morgan county 
ruling and itself was overruled by the four Democratic 
justices of the Supreme Court in a telephone vote. 

The petition committee managed to thwart a last 
minute attempt to block the filing of the petitions 
through Morgan County Court action when they filed 
early, beating a court ordered injunction by less than 
30 minutes. 

Barring unforeseen litigation, election day 
ragistration, which would effectively prevent deter- 
mination of qualified electcrs until after illegal votes 
were cast, and permanent registration which would 
allow tombstone voting and other abuses, will be 
eliminated by the constitutional amendment enabled 
by the most amazing petition drive | have ever wit- 
nessed.

FBI CHOICE EXCELLENT 


The appointment of U. S. District Court Judge Frank 
M. Johnson to head the'FBI is an excellent one. It is 
also significant, both because of the agency's import- 
ance and because it signifies the Administration's 
-to- give the FBt-the kindof eadership- 
past abuses. 

And there have been plenty of abuses. It had be- 
come routine procedure for the FBI to tap phones, 
harrass civil rights and political activists, and to ride 
roughshod over constitutional rights. The result: 
serious erosion of public confidence. 

The agency exhibited a Cold War mentally that 

viewed almost any dissent as proof of disloyalty. 

Nurturing a carefully fostereu“Gavian" ; hroueh- 

the late J. Edgar Hoover's flair for publicity, it 

eventually came to feel it could do no wrong. 

. A federal policy agency that is a law unto itself is a 

threat to all citizens. And when such an agency be- 

comes politicized, as it did in the Nixon years, it can 
become the instrument of subervision of democratic 
principles. =: ccolatints :

So Judge Johnson inherits quite a mass. The prime 
qualifications for a new FBI Director are personal in- 
tegrity, leadership ability, firmness, and respect for 
the law and for the constitutional limits it places on 
police powers. nation's top cop has to be some- 
one who is completely devoted to enforcing the law, 
but not at the cost of oying the personal liberties 
the law defends. 

On those grounds, the President and the Attorney 
General could not have chosen a better person to 
head the FBI. If Judge Johnson's record on the bench 
is any indication, he will reshape the agency into an 
effective law enforcement arm of the government, 
while ending the abuses that have characterized its 


In his 22 years on the bench, Judge Johnson has 
shown a fierce devotion to civil rights. He has pre- 
sided over controversial cases and delivered crucial 

_ decisions that integrated buses and public facilities, 
abolished the Alabama poll tax, directed de- 
ségregation of Alabama's schools, required 
reapportionment of voting districts, extended 
women's rights, and protected prisoners and mental 
patients against official abuse and neglect.

He did not have to 
find specific statements: of 
segregative intent on the 
part of school officials but 
could infer such intent 
from those acts and 
policies “of™which™ the 
natural, foreseeable and 
probable effect would be 
to produce segregated 
schools.

CSC and other groups 
and public officials in 
Columbus are pledged to 
support the school board 
and school superintendent, 
Joe Davis, in successful 
Iniplémentation, we are 
prepared to step into any 
vacuum of leadership that 
arises. 

What are these tasks? 

First, is a comprehensive 
program of public educa- 
tion and communication to 
explain the plan. The 
media in Columbus has 
done an excellent job. 
MCSC has supplemented 
this by a newsletter and by 
a Speakers Bureau which 
has provided speakers. for 
over 50 groups throughout 
the City. We are develop- 
ing a Community 
Awareness Program of 
newspaper, TV and radio 
messages.

One of-the-most-innova-

schools is the ‘‘Coopera- 
ting . Neighborhood 
Program," wherein 
parents, teachers, clergy, 
merchants and other con- 
cerned local leaders from

clustered. We believe this 
can provide a néw sense of 
community and supportive 
environment and relieve 
some of the inevitable ten- 
sion, :
